HOW  TO  SET  OUT  PECAN  TREES — Dig  a  hole  about  two  feet 
across  and  deep  enough  to  set  the  trees  about  one  inch  deeper  than  it  stood  in 
the  Nursery.  Cut  off  all  bruised  roots,  and  be  careful  to  spread  out  the  roots 
to  their  natural  position.  Tamp  the  soil  well  around  the  roots  and  use  rich  cop 
soil  for  filling  in  around  the  roots. 

Cut  back  the  tops  of  the  pecan  trees  when  set  out  about  one-third  or  half, 
they  grow  off  better  when  pruned  back.  On  all  the  larger  sizes  we  will  do  this 
for  you  before  shipping,  that  will  save  weight  also  and  be  less  express. 

WHEN  YOU  FIRST  RECEIVE  THE  TREES— Water  the  roots  good 
and  keep  moist  until  they  are  set  into  the  ground.  If  you  are  not  ready  to  set 
them  out  heel  them  in  good.  Take  the  packing  off  before  heeling  in,  they  will 
keep  then  as  long  as  you  wish. 

The  necessity  of  setting  out  a  good  orchard  cannot  be  too  forcibly  im¬ 
pressed.  If  you  have  the  land,  by  all  means  set  out  some  pecan  trees.  The 
initial  cost  is  so  insignificant  as  not  to  be  considered  when  estimating  the  ulti¬ 
mate  value  of  the  orchard. 

We  will  glady  answer  any  question  you  may  ask  regarding  setting  out 
your  orchard,  and  if  you  so  desire,  we  will  take  pleasure  in  visiting  your  place, 
inspect  your  land  and  pass  on  the  merits  of  an  orchard  on  your  place.
